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I, JiAHL HARTwiCr, of 14, Letisingstradsc, : 
Berlin - Wendeiiscliloss, ' Geiuiany, a. 
citizen of the Qerman Bepublic, do here^ 
by declare the nature of this invention 
5 and in what manner the same is to be 
perfoi-med, to be partictilarly described 
and ascertained in and by the following 
statement:— 
This invention relates to apparatus for 

10 treatment of the skin and more parti- 
ciilarly to apparatns df the type provided 
fmih. rollers, which massages tixe sMn 
on being jpassed over it and at the same 
time conducts liquids^ steam or gases to 

15 the skin. ^ 

According to the invention appafatlis 
of this type is also provided with suction 
apparatus. It has been proposed to pro- 
vide apparatus by which the sJdn is sub- 

20 jected to the action of a piarti^l yacuum 
ajud at the same time supplied with medi- 
cinal preparations; such apparatus how- 
ever produces no simultaneous iiiassage 
and kneading of the flesh. 

^ By the provision of suction appiEuratus 
on massage roller devices whicli are pro- 
vided with means oif supplying' the skin 
with gases oT liquids, the liquids supplied 
to the slrin wiJl be drawn off and the 

30 grease and other matter on the skin will 
be thereby removed. By this means the 
pores are cleared and opeiied and pre- 
pared for the reception of the ^es and, 
more particuliarlv, of oxygen. By nieans 

35 of the new apparatus an increased absorp- 
tion of the health giving gases is obtained. 
The effect will be further enhanced by 
forming the suction - nozzles, in known 
manner as slits an4 thereby obtaining a 

40 higher suction over a smaller area. The 
apparatus is passed backwards and for- 
wards over the skin so that all parts of 
the skin are subjected to the action of 
the individual nozzles 5»nd rollers. If the 

45 slit-like openings of the suction nozzles 
are formed as ia row of closely arranged 
small holes a particularly efBcacioua ia.nd 
restorative effect on the skin is obtained. 
One ^embodiment of the invention is 

50 shown in the accompanying drawings in 
which 

Fi*?. 1 Ts a Derspective view of the appa- 
ratus without its cover, 
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Pig. 2 is a siinUar view witk the doVer 
in position, 55 

Fig. 3 is ah lindtersidle plan 710117 of :a- 
section nozzle formed from a row of closely 
arranged, small holes^ 

The frame 1 is nrpvided with a handle 
2; .Three roileis 0 are/rptatably mpiinted; 60 
in the frame. These roUers'^^m^ 
smooth surfaced or provided with: lougi-^^k^^^^ 
tudinal ridgies ; they iaay be hollow and • 
provided with filling holes in their end 
surfaces, throtigh which liqtiid may be jgs 
introduced into the roUers; and with per- 
forations in their cylindrical • surfaces, 
ihrotig^h which the liduid is extrlided onto 
the skin when the rollers are passed over \ . 
it. Alternately with the roUers, there 70 
are secured in the fraine 1 nozzles 4a and 
45 provided with leads 5 and 6. Through 
the nozzles liquid or gas may be supplied 
to the skin tulder pressure or may be 
drawn off iher0frdin. In the embodiment *5f5 
illustrated the ilpijdes An^ supplied by the 
leads ;5i are used for the production of 
jets of gas and the nozzles 46, connected 
to the lead 6. aire used for suction. The 
suction may be pix)duced by meins of a 80 
fan or, for example, by a vacuiim clean- 
ing apparatus. In Fig. 3 is shown a suc- 
tion nozzle, the alit-like openin 
which is formed from a row of closely 
arranged small holes 8. The suction 85 
nozzle opening 7 niay also be covered by 
a wire gauze or the like, or it mav be 
completely open. The cover 9 .encloses 
the apparatus covering the upper part of 
the rollers and the nipe leads. QQ 

In use the pipe leads 5 are connected 
to a container in which the gas to be use3 
Is stored under pressure and the pijpe 
lead 6 is connected to a suction appa- 
ratus. The rollers 3, are filled witi any 95 
desired liquid or liqtiids. The apparatus 
is then passed over the portion of skin 
to be treated. The skin is made supple 
by the liquids applied to it and massaged 
by tiie rollers. The liquid is removed 100 
from ^ the skin through the nozzles : 4&. 
permitting the gas emitted through the 
nozzles 4a to enter the pores. 

Having now particularly, described and . 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 185
